aw are of this is hereby , in the nam e of p eop le of tli 
southern p ortion of the Mississip p i Valley , informed 
of ft. 
We draw the line at w hite sup rem acy . 
If so- 
called radical w hite leaders cross that line they will 
find it the dead line. 
T he line of policy laid dow n here it would 
not be necessary to announce except for the 
election of a Republican House. 
Had tin 
Dem ocratic m ajority in the fiftieth Congress 
been retained in tint fifty first, the voting of 
the Republican ticket by the blacks “ in the 
southern portion o f the Mississippi Valley ’ 
could have been perm itted as a harmless pas­ 
tim e, for their votes w ould either have been 
thrown out or counted to the Democratic can 
didate,w ho would then o f course be pi rmitled 
to take his seat w iihout a question.

his district lias undertaken to warn him of 
the danger of proceeding any further in h s 
contest. 
These cases indicate a concerted 
purpose extending throug hout the states of 
the G ulf aud the lower M ississippi to prevent 
Republican contestants from g etting their 
cases lie to re Congress. 


If the fifty-first Congress declares Mr 
Breckinridg e’s seat vacant, it cau do no less 
w ith 
the seats of Bullock o f Florida and 
M organ and Patchings o f M ississippi,provided 
it shall appear that either contestant has 
been prevented from bring ing Lis case to 
"\V asliington by either m urder or violence. 
T h e South will sutler no injustice if a half- 
dozen seals are declared and kept vacant in 
this way. 
Its Representatives are two to one 
in proportion to population, a# compared 
w ith the North.

If polygam ic heathen are welcome 
subjects o f Great Britain, there certainly 
should he no serious objection to the more 
enlightened Saints of Utah, who wear clothes, 
u s e pocket handkerchiefs, eat with a fork, 
and show many other graces of a Christian 
civilization.

Hid as its supporter are 
laboring and intriguing to secure the vantage 
ground by creating division among Republi 
can representatives on tiiis vital question.

T he most encouraging feature of the work 
of the past year has been the grow th of our 
religious work. 
T he a ggrega te attendance 
at our religious work last yea r was 2,442.

Thirty- 
two m eetings for men only ha ve been held 
during the year, with an average attendance 
of 24.

thick conl of fashionable tan gave abundant 
testimony of the healthful occupations we 
enjoyed. 
SPIRITUAL. 
The most encouraging feature of the work 
of the past year has been the growth of our 
religious work. 
The aggregate attendance 
at our religious work last year was 2,442. 
This year we have reached the grand total of 
4,512, or an increase of 85 per cent. Thirty- 
two meetings for men only have been held 
during the year, with an average attendance 
of 24. 
During the summer we discontinued 
our Sunday afternoon meetings at the rooms, 
and united with the Kingston Association in 
holding open-air services on the base ball 
grounds. 
Ten services were held, with an 
a vera tic attendance of 177. 
Three young 
men were won to Christ through these ser 
vices, one uuiiing with the M. E. Church 
here and two with the churches at Kingston. 
The marked improvement in our religious 
work is due largely to our Training Class 
work. 
It was said that Michael 
Angelo 
was so intensified with his creations that, as 
he stood over a crude block of marble, he 
imagined .he saw his impersonated genius 
present with him, and every stroke of the 
chisel was to give it form. 
As we look upon 
Christian young men, full of hope, en­ 
ergy 
and 
ambition, 
we 
see 
in 
them 
great 
possibilities 
if 
ouly 
trained 
to 
useluiness. 
Believing 
as 
we do, that one Christian young man who 
has come iuto a perfect man unto the meas­ 
ure of the stature of the fulness of Christ, 
will do a more effective work in winning 
souls to Christ than a hundred young men 
who have been born into the Kingdom and 
left to minister to themselves. 
AVe have 
given special atlention to this branch of our 
work. 
The Training Class was organized to 
help young men to form high ideals ot life.and 
to teach them how to use the power that is 
within them, and to develop them for active 
Christian service. 
During the year we have 
sustained one Bible Class and three Training 
Classes, with an aggregate attendance of 
2,549, or on the average 4fl have come to the 
rooms weekly to study the ” Word of God.” 
The Young Men’s Training Class has had an 
aggregate attendance of 0(57, or a weekly av 
erage of 11Í. 
During the year we have found 
employment for four young men, and have 
introduced live you’ g men, who have come 
to us stiaugers, to Christian homes and sur 
roundings. 
“ Possibly some one may say it 
is natural for us to dwell upon glowing gen­ 
eralities in our reports once a year; but what 
do the young men themselves say about the 
work?” W ith this thought in mind, some 
weeks ago we asked some of our best young 
men for some distinct expression of their ex­ 
perience.

18 Associations among the North American 
Indians alone. 1 attendai a Convention of the 
Associations of Minnesota and Dakota recent­ 
ly. A m ong the representatives was one of the 
tiuest specimens, physically, of the Indian race 
that I have ever seen. He was a regularly or­ 
dained Presbyterian minisier and came 150 
utiles in a buckboard wagon-and 100 miles by- 
rail to attend the couvention. 
There are 
three associations in Dakota.” 
T he speaker 
then alluded to the spread of the work in the 
colleges of the United Slates, am ong the col­ 
ored people of the South, and in the D om in­ 
ion of Canada.

Seventy-five per cent, of the criminals iu our 
prisons and reform atories are between the 
ages of 19 and 26 yean;. 
A small per cent, 
of young men are connected with the church 
and the rest are on the outside. 
The loss of 
the 
Christian 
Sabbath 
is 
the 
loss 
of 
reverence 
for 
everything. 
The 
vast 
amount of pernicious literature that is cast 
abroad in this country is one of the greatest 
evils. 
The Young Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion is a bulwark against these evils. 
It rep­ 
resents true m orality and good citizenship. 
Young men are very easily led astray. 
It re 
better to form than reform. It is better to save 
boys than to reform men. 
It is not enough 
to give sym pathy alone to the work. 
It 
also needs sustenance. There is hardly a place 
in the State of 8,000 inhabitants in which 
there is a Y oung Men’s Christian Association 
where $2,500 is not contributed annually to­ 
wards the work. 
It pays. 
Rondout gives 
only $1,000. 
This sum shou'd he increased.” 
Mr. Griffith closed by asking those present to 
w-ork heart anil soul for the Association. 


TH E SECRETARY'S REPO RT. 
The question is sometimes asked by those 
who are not fam iliar with our work, “ Is the 
Association benefiting our young men?” 
No 
one w ho has watched the progress of the A s­ 
sociation for the past lu years of it existence, 
or who has been closely allied with our work 
during the past year, would ask such a ques­ 
tion; but many of our warm friends and con­ 
tributors to the work, who, because of press­ 
ure of Church work, or possibly for othei 
reasons, have had no time for investigation, 
sometimes underestim ate the value of the 
work of the Association. 
Before answering 
the question, let me say that it is impossible 
to compute the good the Association is doing 
through its various agencies. 
We might 
give a long array of figures, facts and letters, 
but they could convey only an inadequate 
idea of the work done and results attained. 
In our City there are 3<H) places of entertain­ 
ment for young men. 
INTOXICANTS SOLD IN 300 PLACES. 
Three hundred places w here intoxicating 
liquors are sold. 
Carefully prepared statis­ 
tics show that 95 per cent, of tlie patrons of 
saloons and other worse places of evil are 
young men. 
These vicious resorts are doing 
a positive and definite w ork foryoung men— 
work that ruins both soul and body—a 
work that robs the young man of every con­ 
stituent element that goes to make up a true 
manhood, and leaves them victimized and 
wrecked by the wayside. 
The Association 
acts as a counter attraction to the saloon. 
It 
seeks through its various attractions and by 
ministering to the social interests of young 
men, to dm w them from the saloons and 
other places of evil and in this way lead them 
to Christ and His church. 
Young men will 
associate. 
T hey must and wili have compan­ 
ions of some sort. 
Evil companions are 
to 
be found at every 
turn, 
but good 
companionship 
is 
not 
so 
accessible. 
If young men do not find companions and 
entertainment am ong those whose influence 
will elevate and retine, they will seek them 
among those whose tendency is to degrade 
aud ruin. 
In our rooms young men can 
find desirable companions—companions that 
will not teach them to smoke, use profane 
anguage or drink; hut on the other hand 
will set them a godly example. To meet this 
need our rooms have been open for the re­ 
ception of voting men from 8 a. m. to 10 p. 
it. daily; and on an average 65 have visited 
the rooms 
daily, where time 
has been 
pleasantly aud profitably spent, which other­ 
wise might have been worse than squandered. 
Under the direction of the Reception Com­ 
mittee four receptions have been given, with 
an average attendance of 85. 
On the even­ 
ing of the Presidential election the rooms 
were open until m idnight to receive election 
returns, and fully 250 young men called and 
were pleasantly entertained by the Reception 
Committee, assisted by the young ladies of 
the Auxiliary. 
% 
SOCIAL EVENTS. 
One of the pleasing social events of the 
year was a m oonlight sail to Poughkeepsie 
where we were happily entertained by the 
Association there. 
The New Year's recep­ 
tion was a delightful affair. 
Fully 300 call­ 
ers w ere entertained during the afternoon and 
evening. 
The rooms were made bright and 
beerful by elaborate trim m ing of evergreens, 
and the literary aud musical programme was 
one of the best ever given in the rooms. 
If 
nothing more than this had been accomplished 
during the year it would he well worth the 
time, effort and money expended. 
But this 
Dot all: Brains move the world; no matter 
ith what trade, business or profession you 
go, the young men who think aud read are 
the young men who will domiuate their fel­ 
lows every time. 
To assist our young men 
mentally, we have a bright, cheerful reading 
room, which is supplied with all the leading 
newspapers, magazines and periodicals. Five 
practical talks, including one war talk. one 
talk, on physical culture have been given 
during the year, with an average attendance 
of 40. 
The members of the Lecture Com­ 
mittee have to regret that the course of lec­ 
tures und entertainm ents given during the 
year have been so poorly patronized by the 
public. 
The Committee made special effort 
to secure the best available talent, believing 
that the public would appreciate and sustain 
them.

The Court Room 
was crowded. 
Several witressess 
wete 
examined. 
The Court held that tl ere had 
not been sufficient evidence adduced to show 
that Coogun bad been euilty of assault, and 
he therefore discharged tiie prisoner. 
The 
trouble grew out of business m atters between 
the two men. 


T h e L aw o f th e R o ad . 
A case has lately been decided by the 
Court of Appeals of Rhode Island affirming 
a decision of a lower court which laid down 
the law tiiut a cycler has tiie same right on a 
road that a man has who drives a horse and 
wagon.

The tenth anniversary of the Roudout 
Young Men’s Christian Association was ap­ 
propriately observed in the W urts Street M. 
E. and Baptist Churches, last evening. Much 
interest was manifested. 
A synopsis of what 
the speakers said, the reports of the Secre­ 
tary, Treasurer and Junior Departm ent, etc., 
follow : 


IN T H E B A P T IS T C H U R C H . 
At the W utts-Street Baptist Church there 
was a large audience. 
The exercises were 
opened with singiug. 
On the pulpit platform 
were seated Wesley D. Hale, of the Y.M. C. 
A., the Rev. Messrs. Magee and Fuller, of 
Rondout, and E. D . Ingcrsoll, of New-York 
City. 
REMARKS OF T H E REV. A. K. FU L L E R . 
The Rev. A. K. Fuller made the opening 
address. 
He said he dqgired to give his per­ 
sonal testimony as to tiie work accomplished 
by tbe Rondout Young Men’s Christian As" 
socintion. 
“ The Scripture says ‘ by their 
fruits shall ye know them ,’ and the Associa­ 
tion has brought forth good fruit. 
If I were 
a layman and should I go to New-York City, 
iu looking for a ehurcti lo attend, 1 would 
not look for the ouc m aking the graude.-t dis­ 
play, but for the one having the Divine 
blessing. 
I have felt iu my ow n.church, 
during the past year, the benefit derived 
fiont tbe Training Class of the Roudout 
lo u n g Men’s Christian Association. 
The 
Training Class gets to the basis of things. 
It does work that will stand. 
It is a religion 
of principle.” 
In illustrating this poiDt, Mr. 
Fuller told the Bible story of tbe three young 
meu 
whom Nebuchadnezzar cast iuto a 
fiery furnace for their religious principles 
He said those three young men formed the 
first Young Men’s Christian Association. Hi 
address warmly eulogized the general work 
of the Association and in closing he said he 
should always be in thorough sympathy with 
its aims and work. 


TH E ADDRESS OK E . D. INUERSOLL. 
E. I). Ingcrsoll, of New-York City, fol­ 
lowed Mr. Fuller. He said it was unnecessary 
for him, after listening to the report rend, lo 
say anything commending the work of the 
Rondout Association, us facts are more elo 
quent than words. 
Later on be said: “ I will 
take a broader view than that furnished 
the 
report 
of 
your 
local Association. 
A year ago I visited the first Young Men’s 
Christian Association founded in lite world, 
in 
London, 
by 
George 
Williams. 
There are now 3,000 Associations.and of these 
five are in China, four in Japan, 12 in Africa 
and 15 in Cevlon. 
There are six in Persia, 
one in Damascus, one in Jerusalem and one 
in Nazareth. 
There are now 795 Secretaries, 
who give their undivided time to the work, 
and the Associations own property valued at 
$7,000,000. 
I attended the fiist Convention 
of Young Men’s Christian Associations in the 
United States. 
There were then only 17 See 
retaries aud 132 Associations. 
There are now 
18 Associations among the North American 
Indians alone. 1 atteudid a Convention of tlie 
Associations of Minnesota and Dakota recent­ 
ly. Among the representatives was one of the 
finest specimens, physically, of the Indian race 
that I have ever seen. H e was a regularly or­ 
dained Presbyterian minisier aud came 150 
miles in a buckboard wagon-aud 100 miles by 
rail to attend the convention. 
There are 
three associations in Dakota.” 
The speaker 
then alluded to the spread of the work in the 
colleges of the United States, among the col­ 
ored people of the South, and in the Domin 
ion of Canada. 
In concluding his address 
Mr. Ingcrsoll said there is a demand amom 
the Associations of the Old World for Seere 
taries educated in the work in this country. 
In referring to railroad work the speaker said 
there are 93 Railroad Associations, employ 
ing 70 Secretaries. 
Railroad corporations de 
vole $(>.000 or $7,000 per mouth to the work 
and call it a paying investment. 
lie paid a 
tribute to David F. More, who went out 
front the Ilondout Association and is now do 
ing ‘ ‘suchgood work in organizing associations 
in the State of New-Jersey.” 
Mr. Ingcrsoll 
alluded to the cramped quarters of the Ron 
doul Association. 
He dwelt upon the fact 
that it would pay, as a business investment 
to aid the Rondout,Association. 
AN APPEAL FOR FUNDS. 
Treasurer Hale made an api*cul for funds 
to carry on the work for the present year and 
told of the means used in collecting money 
and then asked that a collection be taken. 


CLOSING EXERCISES. 
The cxeteisos were closed with singing by 
the choir and benediction by tiie Rev. Dr 
Magee. 


IN T H E M E T H O D IS T C H U R C H . 
In the Methodist Church there was also a 
large audience. 
The Rev. Francis Wash 
burn read the Scriptures aud the Rev. Thomas 
Lamont offered prayer. 


TH E ORIGIN OF TH E Y. M. C. A . H E R E. 
The President of the Association, Andrew 
Barnes, told of the origin of the Rondout 
Voting Men’s Christian Association—how' 16 
gentlemen met in the old Newkirk building 
and considered t he feasibility of organizing 
such an association. 
They came to the con­ 
clusion that such a branch of Christian work 
was needed in Rondout, and after struggling 
along for a time, succeeded in arousing suf 
ficient interest in the community to warrant 
the engagement of a Heeretay. 
Later on Mr 
Barnes said the attendance at the Association 
rooms during the past year was larger than 
previous years. He figured up that there are 
over $200,000 spent in saloons here anuually. 
yet it is hard work to collect $1,000 for the 
Association’s needs. 


W . W . SM ITH’S ADDRESS. 
W. W. Smith, an ex-President of the 
Poughkeepsie Young Men’s Christian Associ­ 
ation, said lie was pleased at the reports he 
had heard read. 
He was do stranger to such 
reports, as he had read many similar ones 
himself. 
He was glad to see so much good 
had licen accomplished here. 
The work of 
the Training Class alone was worth all the 
money 
that 
had 
been 
expended. 
The 
speaker continued: 
“.Some 
people 
de­ 
precate 
the 
establishment 
of 
Young 
Men’s Christian Associations. The world is to 
be evangelized by the Christian Church, and 
the Association is simply the Church at work. 
It is one arm of the Church. 
The Sunday 
School iq another arm. 
No one need be 
afraid of the Young Men’s Christian Associ­ 
ation or any other association that js au ajd 
to the Church. 
The Association is of infin­ 
ite importance. 
It is a benefit. 
Some say 
tbat a young man who is a member of the 
Association will neglect Ins duty to his 
Church. 
This is not true. 
On the contrary 
it makes the young man more active in 
Church work. 
The plea is often udvanced 
that there is no necessity for Young Men’s 
Christian Associations, as the Church can do 
the work. 
Why has it 
not done the 
work ? 
The 
Church 
cannot 
be 
kept 
open 
seven 
days 
in 
the 
week. 
The boys like to be brought together in a 
crowd, and the Young Men’s Christian As­ 
sociation rooms is just the place to bring 
them. 
Some say that it is a burden to sup­ 
port $ Yoqng Mep’s Ctyristjqn 4ssoeiation— 
there are so many associations. 
That is so, 
but I never knew of any person down my 
way who became poor in giving to the Lord. 
The President of your Association has made 
the 
statement 
that about 
$200,000 
is 
spent in saloons here annually. 
Now I differ 
with the President. 
I figure 
that nearly 
$500,000 
are 
spent 
here annually 
in saloons." 
After referring to the good re- 
sqlfs of cotpmittec work, Mr. Smith said that 
he wished the RopddUt Association had a 
building of it8 0wn. 
“You need one here 
badly, 
No mean one. either. 
You want a 
tall, statelv building, oyer half ag big as this 
church. 
Put ioto it everything that is pure 
and good. 
If one boy is saved through 
its 
instrumentality 
that 
will pay 
for 
the 
building 
alone. 
It 
is 
to 
the interest of business men hereto have such 


a building. 
One man in Albany cave $112,- 
000 toward electing a Young Mcn’sCbristiau 
Association building, and another man ia 
Brooklyn $300,000.” 


FEA TURES OF ASSOCIATION WORK. 
W. M. Griffith, Assistant State Secretary, 
followed with a short address on Association 
work. 
He said: “ I would like to answer the 
question so often asked. 
‘ Docs the Young 
Men’s Christian Association pay ? ’ 
It does. 
The object of the work is to lead young 
meu 
to 
Christ, 
to 
build 
up 
strong Christian characters in those who are 
His professed followers, to surround young 
men with good influences and help them to 
keep clear of evil temptation. To-day young 
men arc filling an imiKirtaul part iu making 
laws for this country. 
The business of the 
country is in the hands of young meu. 
Seventy-five per cent, of the criminals iu our 
prisons and reformatories are between the 
ages of 19 and 26 yeare. 
A small per cent, 
of young men are connected with the church 
aDd the rest are on the outside. 
The loss of 
the 
Christian 
Sabbath 
is 
the 
loss 
of 
reverence for 
everything. 
The vast 
amount of pernicious literature that is cast 
abroad in this country is one of the greatest 
evils. 
The Young Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion is a bulwark against these evils. 
It rep­ 
resents true morality and good citizenship. 
Young men are very easily led astray. 
It re 
better to form than reform. It is better tosave 
boys than to reform men. 
It is not enough 
to give sympathy alone to the work. 
It 
also needs sustenance. There is hardly a place 
in the State of 8,000 inhabitants in which 
there is a Young Men’s Christian Association 
where $2,500 is not contributed annually to­ 
wards the work. 
It pays. 
Rondout gives 
only $1,000. 
Thissum sfiou’d be increased.” 
Mr. Griffith closed by askiug those present to 
work heart and soul for the Association. 


T H E S E C R E T A R Y 'S R E F O R T . 
The question is sometimes asked by those 
who are not familiar with our work, “ Is the 
Association benefiting our young men?” No 
one who has watched the progress of the As 
sociation for the past 10 years of it existence, 
or who has been closely allied with our work 
during the past year, would ask such a ques­ 
tion: but many of our warm friends and con­ 
tributors to the work, who, because of press­ 
ure of Church work, or possibly for othet 
reasons, have had no lime for investigation, 
sometimes underestimate the value of the 
work of the Association. 
Before answering 
the question, let me say that it is impossible 
to compute the good the Association is doing 
through its various agencies. 
We might 
give a long array of figures, facts and letters, 
but they could convey only an inadequate 
idea of the work done and results attained. 
In our City there are 300 places of entertain­ 
ment for young men. 


INTOXICANTS SOLD IN 300 PLACES. 
Three hundred places where intoxicating 
liquors are sold. 
Carefully prepared statis­ 
tics show that 95 per cent, of (lie patrons of 
saloons and other worse places of evil are 
young men. 
These vicious resorts are doing 
a positive aud definite work for young men— 
a work that ruins both soul and body—a 
work that robs the young man of every con­ 
stituent element that goes to make up a true 
manhood, and leaves them victimized and 
wrecked by the wayside. 
The Association 
acts as a counter attraction to the saloon. 
It 
seeks through its various attractions and by 
m inistering to the social interests of young 
men, to draw them from the saloons and 
other places of evil and in this way lead them 
to Christ and His church. 
Young men will 
associate. 
The}' must and wiii nave compan­ 
ions of some sort. 
Evil companions are 
to 
be found at every 
turn, 
but good 
companiouship 
is 
not 
so 
accessible. 
If young men do not find companions and 
entertainm ent among those whose influence 
will elevate aud refine, they will seek them 
among those whose tendency is to degrade 
aud ruin. 
In our rooms young men can 
find desirable companions—companions that 
will not teach them to smoke, use profane 
language or drink: but on the other hand 
will set them a godly example. To meet this 
ueed our rooms have been open for the re­ 
ception of young men from 8 a . m . to 10 p . 
m. daily; aud ou an average 65 have visited 
the rooms 
daily, where time 
has been 
pleasantly and profitably spent, which other­ 
wise might have been worse tlmu squandered. 
Under the direction of the Reception Com­ 
mittee four receptious have been given, with 
an average attendance of 85. 
On the even­ 
ing of the Presidential election the rooms 
were open until midnight to receive election 
returns, and fully 250 young men called and 
were pleasantly entertained by tbe Reception 
Committee, assisted by the young ladies of 
the Auxiliary. 


SOCIAL EVENTS. 
One of the pleasing social events of the 
year was a moonlight sail to Poughkeepsie 
where we were happily entertained by the 
Association there. 
The New Year’s reeep 
tion was u delightful affair. 
Fully 300 call 
ers were entertained during the afternoon and 
evening. 
The rooms were made bright and 
cheerful by elaborate trim m ing of evergreens, 
and the literary aud musical programme was 
one of the best ever given in the rooms. 
If 
nothing more than this had been accomplished 
during the year it would be well worth the 
time, effort and money expended. 
But this 
is not nil: Brains move the world; no matter 
with what trade, business or profession you 
go, the young men who think aud read are 
the young men who will dominate their fel 
lows every time. 
To assist our young men 
mentally, we have a bright, cheerful reading 
room, which is supplied with all the leading 
newspajiois, magazines and periodicals. Five 
practical talks, including one war talk, one 
talk on physical culture hare been given 
during the year, with an average attendance 
of 40. 
The members of the Lecture Coin 
mittee have to regret that the course of lec­ 
tures and entertainments given during the 
year have been so poorly patronized by ttie 
public. 
The Committee made special effort 
to secure the best available talent, believing 
that the public would appreciate and sustain 
them. 


A PRESSING N EED . 
Under this head let me refer to one of our 
great needs—a good library. W e want books, 
good books, and we propose to keep askiug 
until we get them. 
There is a positive de­ 
mand for a library in our rooms. 
As there 
is no public library in our City, we could 
make this an importnnt factor in our work. 
Think for a moment of the inestimable boon 
the gift of a good library would confer upon 
tbe young men of our community! It would 
set in motion an influence for good that eter­ 
nity alone could measure, 
Jam es Russell 
Lowell lias said there is no way in which a 
man can build up so secure aud lasting a 
monument for himself as in a public library. 
Upon that he can confidently allow “ resur- 
gam ” to l>e carved, for through his good deed 
he will rise again in the lifted and broadened 
minds and fortified characters and in the 
grateful remembrance of generation after 
generation. 
The pyramids may forget their 
builders but such memorials as these have 
longer memories. 


PHYSICAL, 
There is nothing more attractive to a large 
class of young men than a well equipped 
f 
;ymnasiuin, but situated as we are with our 
iruited quarters it has been impossible for us 
to do very much toward the physical devel­ 
opment of our young men. 
A sound body 
is necessary to a well rounded manhood; but 
there are forms of bodily exercises whose ten­ 
dency is to bury the spiritual and mental in 
the physical and they are degrading, debas­ 
ing and a failure. 
But under helpful and re­ 
ligious influences the tendency is to quicken 
the mental activities and we believe the mor^l 
and spiritual powers. 
With this thought in 
view and kupwing tljat our young men are 
being drawn away Into courses of wrong do­ 
ing and shame through attractions of this 
kind, I plead for larger quarters or a build­ 
ing for the Association where our young men 
can have physical exercise under’ a compe­ 
tent instructor aud under refiqiqg gnd ele­ 
va tiDg Influences, such as will fit them for the 
lofty duties of life. 
On August 20 a camp 
was established on the banks of the Fourth 
Binnewater. 
It Is safe to 6ay that there are 
few of the inhabitants of that community 
who are not aware that a company of ninfe 
yqqng qaen ffpm the ftpndout youqg Men's 
Christian Association camped on (fie hanks of 
that beautiful lake for nearly two weeks. 
Those who were fortunate enough to be 
members of the party are aware of it too; and 
in delightful memories, renewed vigor and

RO BBERIES, ALLEGED AND O T H E R W IS E . 
The alleged waylaying and robbing of a 
person is not a pleasant subject for contem 
plat ion by citizens who consider peace and 
good order an important feature of tbeir gov­ 
ernment. 
Mysterious casts of alleged rob­ 
bery have been heard of before in K iu g sto D ,

he wished to leave the team there a few hours 
1 tied the horses under the shed and covered 
them with blankets. 
Decker then went away 
and was gone two or three hours. 
It must 
have been 4 o’clock when he came back. He 
came under the shed and asked: ‘ Is my team 
all right ?” 
I said ‘Yes.’ 
Decker then said 
i will be back in a few minutes.’ 
He went 
away 
again, 
aud 
in 
a 
short 
time 
returned and said lie was going home. 
He 
said lie ought to have started for home be 
fore. 
I got his team 
ready 
for 
him 
and 
he 
got 
in 
the 
wagon and gave 
me a quarter of a dollar. 
As he drove out on 
the street he turned to the right, toward 
Clinton-avenue. 
There is no mistake about 
it. 
The mau who brought the team here is 
the same man who came and took it away. 
William Burr, who drives the omnibus for 
the Eagle Hotel, says lie was coming up with 
the ’bus when the man drove out with the 
team from the shed. 
The man turned to 
ward Clinton-avenue. 
“ It was the same 
man who came back to tbe hotel that night 
injured. 
I went with him to the Doctor’s 
The man was as sober as a man could be 
He showed no signs whatever of intoxica 
tion.” 
A CLUE PER H A PS. 
Frank McCaffery, farm er for William M 
Hayes, who resides near the lowlands, a short 
distance from Albany-aveuue, 
says 
that 
about 10 o’clock on Friday night he was 
awakened by some one pouuding at bis door 
He asked: “ W ho’s there?” and 
the 
swei came “ Davis.” 
“ You can’t come in 
here,” said McCafferv, “ and must clear out.

Au 
officer of the town of Ulster says that if 
Decker will “ swear out a warrant ” he will 
find out who assaulted him in “short order.”

or who has been closely allied with our work 
during the past year, would ask such a ques­ 
tion; but many of our warm friends and con­ 
tributors to the work, who, because of press­ 
ure of Church work, or possibly for otliei 
reasons, have bud no time for investigation, 
sometimes underestimate Hie value of the 
work of Hie Association. 
Before answering 
the question, let me say that it is impossible 
to compute the good the Anociation I* doing 
through its various agencies. 
We might 
give ti long array of figures, facts and letters, 
but they could convey only un inadequate 
idea of the work done aud results attained. 
In our City there are 800 places of entertain 
rnent for young men. 


INTOXICANTS SOLD IN 3 0 0 PLACES. 
Three hundred places where intoxicating 
liquors are sold. 
Carefully prepared statis­ 
tics show that 95 per cent. of Hie patrons of 
saloons and other worse places of evil are 
young men. 
These vicious ii -orts are doing 
a positive and definite work foryoung men— 
a work that ruins both soul and body—a 
work that mils the young mail of every con­ 
stituent element that goes lo make up u true 
manhood, and leaves them victimized und 
wrecked by the wayside. 
The Association 
acts as a counter attraction to the saloon. 
It 
seeks through its various attractions and by 
ministering to the social interest* of young 
men, to draw them from Hie saloons ami 
other places of evil and in Hire way lead them 
to Christ and His church. 
Young men will 
associate. 
They must and wiii have comp in 
ion* of some sort. 
Evil companions are 
to

turn, 
but 
good 
companionship

accessible. 
if young men do not find companions and 
entertainm ent among those whose influence 
will elevate aud refine, they will seek them 
among those whose tendency is to degrade 
aud ruin. 
In our rooms young men can 
find desirable companions—companions that 
will not teach them to smoke, use profane 
language or drink; but on the other hand 
will .set them a godly example 
To meet this 
need our rooms Lave been o|X’ii for the re­ 
ception of young men from 8 a. m . to IO p. 
ll. daily; and on an average 05 have visited 
the rooms daily, where time 
has been 
pleasantly and profitably s|x tit, which other­ 
wise might liHVi*tNt*n worse Hum squandered. 
Under the direction of the Reception Com­ 
mittee four reception* have laten given, with 
an average attendance of 85. 
On the even­ 
ing of tin! Presidential election the rooms 
wen* open until midnight to receive election 
return*, and fully 250 Toting men called ami 
wen1 pleasantly cnti/tained by the Reception 
Committee, assisted bv the young ladies of 
the Auxiliary.

A DRESSING NEED. 
Under thin head let me refer to one of our 
great needs—a good library. We want books, 
giMKi books, und ive propose to keep uskiug 
until we get them. 
There is a positive de 
maud for a library in our rooms. 
As there 
is no public library in our City, we could 
make (hi* an im portant factor in our work 
Think for a moment of the inestimable boon 
the gift of a good library would confer upon 
the young men of our community! It would

idly alone could measure.

there are form* of bodily exercise* whose ten­ 
dency is to bury the spiritual anil mental in 
the physical and they are degrading, debas­ 
ing and a failure. 
But under helpful and re­ 
ligious Influence* the tendency is to quicken 
the mental activities and we believe the mortal 
and spiritual power*. 
W ith this thought in 
view and kupwing ttyat our young men are 
being drawn away Into course* of wrong do­ 
ing and shame through attractions of this 
kind, I plead for larger quarters or a build­ 
ing for the Association where our young men 
can have physical exercise under a compe­ 
tent instructor aud under reflqiqg and ele­ 
vating Influences, such as will fit them for the 
lofty duties of life.
